DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

As to the amendment to the specification, page 7 of the specification, first 

paragraph, line 3, "excess liquid 51" is not consistent with the second paragraph, 

line 3, "residual diluent 51 ". 

As to the amendment to the specification, page 7 of the specification, 

second paragraph, line 3, "liquid toner 50" is not consistent with line 7, "transfer 

50". 

As to the amendment to the specification, page 20, last paragraph, line 2, 
"charge 312" is inconsistent with line 2, "black toner 312". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 128 (claim 10) and 111. A proposed drawing correction, corrected 
drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the 
description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 140. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
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required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Objections 

The claims are replete with numerous errors such as same number for 
different elements, missing words, and no changes made to the rest of the claims 
to reflect the amended portions of the claims. Again, the applicant is asked to 
carefully review the claims for errors. Some of the errors are of the following: 

Claims 1-8 and 10-16 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

As to claim 1 , lines 10 and 13, "25" is recited for two different elements, as 
a transfer station, line 10, and a means for filling the mechanical gap, line 13. 

As to claim 10, line 17, "flat receiving glass (130)" should be - - flat 
receiving glass plate (130) 

As to claim 11, lines 4-6, "the glass plate (124)"; "said glass plate (124)"; 
and "said glass (124)" should be - - the glass plate ( 130 ) - -; - - said glass plate 
(130 ); and - - said glass plate (130 ) - - respectively. 

As to claim 14, line 2, "said glass plate (200)" should be - - said glass plate 

(130) - 

As to claim 15, line 2, "the glass plate (200)" should be - - said glass plate 

(130) - 

As to claim 16, lines 1-2, "230" is recited as two different elements, "a 
phosphor particle toner (230)", lines 1-2, and "a relieved structure (230)", line 2. 
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As to claim 16, lines 2-3, "a ribbed (202) glass plate (200)" is awkward. Is 
"ribbed" an element? Should "glass plate (200)" be - - glass plate (130 ) - -? 

As to claim 16, lines 3-4, "said ribs (202)" is unclear. There is only one 
recitation of "ribbed (202)" and it is not clear whether that is an element or not 
from the way it is claimed in claim 16, line 2. In addition, why is there more than 
one rib (202)? There were no previous recitations of "ribs (202)" in claims 10 and 
16. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1, lines 18-19, "said toner particles" lack antecedent basis. 

As to claim 2, line 2, "said transferred corona unit" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 2, line 10, "said glass" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 6, line 1 , "said developer unit" lacks antecedent basis. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 1 -8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

Claims 1 0-1 6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 9 and 17-22 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 5. Although claims 9 and 17-22 are 
described as "withdrawn" in the amendment filed 5/28/03, that does not indicate 
that the claims are cancelled. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§821.01.
